HIS BODY EXHUMED.

CHICAGO, Sept. 7.—Chief of Police 
O'Neal says there is no doubt eas to 
the identification of the body found in 
a field in Iowa as that of William 
Bartholin. Coey, the dentist who filled

One of the remarkable 
features in commerce of recent years 
is the new and rapidly increasing de- 
mand for wheat flour in such countries 
as China, Japan and the Philippine Is)- 
ands. It will be a matter of prime im- 
portance to North America should the 
people of the Philippines adopt wheat 
flour as a staple article of food instead 
of rice, the latter being at the present 
time im them in enormous 
auantities from the East Indies and 
China. The importation of coa! has be- 
come quite an item. and is furnished 
almost entirely by Australagia and Ja- 
pan. The United States supplied about 
40 per cent..of the clocks and watches 
imported in 1901, France nearly 37 per 
cent. There will be quite a demand for 
articles of a cheap grade in this line. 

Cotton goods constitute the most im- 
portant imports of the Philippines, ag- 
more than 7.000, %% in 1901 
whieh was nearly one-fourth of the to- 
tal amount of merchandise imported 
@uring that year. These goods were fur- 
nisted by many countries. the United 
Kinedom tleadine with per cent.. 
Spain following with 11 per cent., Brit- 
ish Kast indies with 10 per cent., end 
Germany, 9 per cent. The United States 
furnished but 2 per cent. The quality 
of the goods is a matter of first im- 
portance in this trade. as the people of 
the Philippine Islands are like those of 
other tropical countries in preferring 
the cheapest material obtainable, pro- 
vided it be in flashy cotors. It may be- 
come possible later on to induce the 
people to choose a better grade of gocds 
but it will require consideratie time, 
and in the interim it will be necessary 
to cater to the peculiar tastes of the 
. in order to secure their patron-

Experiments in growing cotton from 
seed procured in the United States have 
been made in the province of Davao in 
Mindanao with such success that the 
cuNure of cotton will be tested fully, 
and if the results prove as successful 
as the persons interested in the trial 
believe, the consequences will be far 
reaching in their effect upon the future 
cotton trade of the Orient. The in-

$658,915 in 1900, and to $1,970,431 tn 1901,

stone, china and glassware received in 
1901 the United States supplied 41 per 
cent. There has been an increare in the 
receipt of exas. which have risen from 
less than $200,000 worth in 1899 to 
siderably more than $300.000 in 1961, 
nearly all coming from China, elther 
direct or via Hongkong. The trade in 
bags for sugar is assuming consider- 
able proportion. The French Fast In- 
dies supplied 55 per cent. and the 
United States 14 per cent. out of $131,- 
862 worth imported in 1991. 

Of $169,805 worth of fish and fish 
products imported in 1901, 44 per cent. 
came from Chiffa. per cent. from 
Spain and less than & per cent. from 
the United States. It would seem thot 
the United States ‘might furnish a 
greater proportion of canned fish, at 
least. Fruits and nuts to the value of 
$241,984 were imported in 1901, about 
72 per cent. coming fom China, either 
directiy or by way of Hongkong. 

Importations of iron and steel and 
their finished form aggregated the sum 
of $2,032,946 in 19901. as compared with 
$1,451,880 in 1900 amd $392,730 in 1999. In 
191 the United Kingdom supplied % 
per cent. and the United States and 
Germany each. 21 per cent. It is nota- 
ble that agricultural machinery and 
implements constituted but a small 
part of these figures. More than $600,- 
000 worth of jewelry was received in 
1901, 90 per cent, Of which was from 
France, and but 2. per cent. from the 
United States. There has been a decided 
increase during 1901 over 1900 in impor- 
tations of leather and its products, the 
aggregate amounts for these years 
being $362.968 and $242,001, respectively. 
Boots and shoes to the amount of 
$229,240 in 1901 constituted the most im- 
portant products; of these articles, 
Spain furnished 62 per cent. Germany 
12 per cent. and the United States 9 
per cent. The prime reason for Spain's 
holding a larger part of this trade than 
any other country is that her dealers 
are thoroughly familiar with the wants 
of the people in this line and furnish 
what they demand, and allow long pay- 
ments. 

The United States supplied 88 per 
cent. of $700,000 worth of malt liquors 
imported in 1901; the importations of 
1900 amounting to over $1,000,000, prin- 
cipally bottled beer, in which the 
United States supplied 77 per cent. It 
ig reported that a well-equipped match 
factory has been established in Ma- 
nila, the machinery for which was im- 
ported from the United States. 

The Filipinos are naturally inclined to 
music, and quite a demand has sprung 
up for musical instruments; for in- 
stance, in 1899 but $1500 was expended 
for pianofortes, in 1900 this had in- 
creased to $8310, and in 1801 to 322087, 
Germany furnishing about one-half. 
About $700,000 worth of paper in its dif- 
ferent forms was imported in 1901, of 
which the United States supplied 49 
per cent. The imports for this year ex- 
ceed those of 1900 by about 84 per cent. 

Provisions, including meat and ry 
products, increased from 817. in 
1899 to 666,0 in 1900. and $576,102 in 
1991. With the exceptions of Africa 
and South America, almost the whole 
world participated in the shipment of |

rice culture, the importations are con- 
stantiy increasing. Among other causes 
in addition to the disturbed. cqndi- 
tions which have made the Philippines 
a rice-importing country, are the im- 
proved methods employed in India, and 


the rinder pest. 
With the adoption of machinery and 
methods such as are employed in more 
advanced countries, there is no reason 
why the Filipinos may not once again 
produce sufficient rice for home con- 
sumption, and by so doing save mi- 
liens of dollars each year for other 
purposes. Two crops of rice may be 
raised each year, but the crude methods 
employed and the lack of workmen 
where so much manual labor is done, 
rendered the production of more than 
one crop impossible, and that at pres- 
ent far too light for home necessities. 
Imports on rice rose from $3,523,652 in 
1899 to $5,106,341 in 1901, exceeded in 
value as an imported article by cot- 
ton goods only. 

Nearly half a million dollars’ worth 
of vegetables were imported in 19901, 
mostly from China. It is thought that 
when the natives come into small hold- 
ings of land the raising of vegetables 
for their own use and for the local 
markets will obviate the necessity of 
large importations of such as potatoes, 
onions and others. A Bureau of Agri- 
culture has been established, having 
under its supervision experimental 
farms and stations, which will aid in 
this direction. The purchase of canned 
goods, however, will increase, and in 
this matter the United States ought to 
compete successfully with the world. 

Woot and woolen goods amounting to 
nearly $300,000 were imported in 1901; 
Germany sent 83 per cent., France 21 
per cent. and the United Kingdom 19 
per cent., the United States securing 
less than 1 per cent. of this business. 
While the trade in woolen goods wil! 
always be small as compared with tnat 
in cotton products, yet it will be of 
sufficient importance to deserve atten- 
tion.

In value Manila hemp constituted 
very nearly two-thirds, or $15,976,640 of 
the exports of the islands for 1901, the 
United Kingdom — © per cent. 
and the United States per cent. di- 
rect; more than $800,000 worth went to 
Hongkong, but doubtless nearly all of 
this eventually reached the above- 
named countries. The United Kingdom 
via London, the controlling market, 
distributes hemp to continental Europe, 
and furnishes the United States about 
one-half of the latter's supply. It seems 
probabie that the United States will 
soon secure its own hemp from the 
Philippines by direct shipment, as the 
change made affécting export duty pre- 
sents advantages to American import- 
ers, of which they will naturally avail 
themselves. A divergence of the bulk 
or of a large part of this trade to 
United States will doubtless have a 
tendency to increase exchanges of 
other commodities. Exports of hemp 
have largely increased since the Span- 
ish-American War, the quantity for 
1901 being in excess of 1899 nearly 80 
per cent., and of 1900, 40 per cent., and 
in value nearly 100 per cent., and 20 
per cent., respectively. This wide dif- 
erence in value would seem to indicate 
a great depreciation in the selling price 
of hemp, but it must be remembered 
that, owing to the effect of the war, the 
price of hemp was greatly inflated, and 
the demand for it for some time after 
the war was in excess of the supply. 
With the return of peace the in- 
creased output, the price na 
again become normal. 

Tobacco was next in value as an ex- 
port in 1901, showing a healthy in- 
crease, which promises to continue. The 
figures for 1899 and 1900 and 1901 were 
$1,931,253, $2,261,232 and $2,631,941 re- 
spectively. There was a very wide dis- 
tribution during 1901. the countries tak- 
ing the most being Spain, 26 per cent.; 
United Kingdom, 23 percent.; Hong- 
kong and Australasia, 15 per cent. 

Sugar exports for 1901 show an in- 
creased valuation of about $170,000 more 
than the previous year. e develop- 
ment and prosperity of the sugar in- 
dustry will depend to a great extent 
upon the adoption of modern econom- 
ical methods of reduction. Of the 
$2,500,000 worth exported in 1901, Japan 
took 49 per cent., per cent. was 
shipped to Hongkong, and thence prob- 
ably re@xported, and 12 per cent. went 
directly to the United States. 

Copra is the next most important 
article of exports. Quite a variation is 
noted in the values in the last three 
years, rising from $726,633 in 13899 to . 
182,481 in 1900, then falling to $1,611,838 
in 1901, in which year 69 per cent. was

n. 

Mne éxportation for 1901 is in excess 
of the normal average for this article, 
and the apparent falling off for the 
period as compared with 1990 is prob- 
ably due to the faert thet the figures 
for the latter year include large quan- 
tities of copra that had eccusnulated, 
awaiting a favorable opportunity for 
shipment. 

Among other exports of importance 
may be mentioned manufactured straw 
goods, including hats, which go princi- 
pally to the United States and ance; 
mother of pearl, nearly all of which 
goes to British st Indies; copal to 
the United Kingdom and British East 
Indies, and hides of cattle to British 
East Indies and Hongkong. The exports 
of these commodities have not yet 
reached great proportions, but they are 
growing rapidly, and will in time be- 
come quite important sources of reve- 
nue. Coffee was formerly exported to 
some extent, but at present not more 
than enough for home consumption ts 
produced; a revival of this industry is 
predicted, provided the trees can be 
protected against the ravages of an in- 
sect that caused planters to ubandon 
coffee raising just when it was other- 
wise beginning to pay. In the fora of 
the Philippines only is found the 
famous Llangylang tree, from whose 
flowers the delicate perfume of the 
same name ts extracted. This essence 
forms the base of all high-priced per- 
fumes. The demand for the article is 
good, and its production is rapidly in- 
creasing. The bulk vf it goes to 
France. 

With the readjustment of the laws 
regulating the acquisition of timber 
lands by private indivicuals, and by 
corporations, the exportation of valua- 
ble woods will become a handsome ad- 
dition to the business of the archipel- 

Prior to American occupation 
there were but few sawmills, the usval 
method consisting in using a handsaw, 
with an handle at either end (similar 
to what is called “rip” saw,) the power 
being supplied by two natives, or two 
Chinamen, generally the latter.

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 17.—There 
have been many predictions that the 
anthracite coal strike would be over 
by the t week in September, but if 
the officials of the Mine Workers’ Un- 
jon are to be believed, the struggie 
will continue for months, uniess the 
coal companies grant concessions, The 
operators admit that they are sur- 
prised at the way the strikers are 
holding out. Rumors are current, and, 
in fact, statements have been made 
by prominent men, both in and out of 
the coal trade, that the etrike will 
be ended this month. President John 
Mitchell maintains he knows nothing 
of a porsible early ending of the 
trouble. The only move now in con- 
templation is the suggestion that Gov. 
Stone call an extra session of the 
Legislature to deal with the situation. 

Last week more coal left the mining 
reeion than in any previous week since 
the strike began, but the strike officials 
maintain that most of the coal now 
going to market is washed from the 
great culm piles, and the remainder is 
coal that had been dlasted before the 
strike began, or which fen thro the 
breaking of rotten timbering during 


the idleness. Coal is bei cut in 
some of the mimes, but as far as can 
be learned. much of it uu being done 
by “borses.” 


The number of men at work is com- 
paratively small. The coal officials 
say they have long lists of names of 
men ready to return to but who 
fear violence. With the coming of 
cooler weather, the companies look 
for a break, believing that the relief 
now coming to the workers will 
not hold out long. 

Company officials do not look for a 
rapid deciine in the price of coal after 
the strike is over, because the demand 
will be greater than the supply.

is A report tesued by the Census Office 

today shows a capital of $40,813,793 in- 
vested In the manufacture of locomo- 
tives in the twenty-eight locomotive 
works reporting for the United States 
in 1900. This sum represents the value 
of land, buildings, machinery, tools 
and implements, and the live capital 
utilized, but does not include the cap!- 
tal stock af any of the manufacturing 
corporations engaged in the industry. 
The value of the products is returned 
as $35,209,045. to produce which in- 
volved an outlay of $10,899,614 for 
wages, $1,369,341 for miscellaneous ex- 
penses, including rent, taxes, etc., and 
$20,174,395 for materials used, mill sup- 
plies, freight and fuel. 

In 1900 there were twenty-eight es- 
tablishments, the sole or chief product 
of which was locomotives... At these 
works 2774 lecomotives of all classes 
were bullt, with an aggregate value of 
$27,121,063, compared with 2409 locomo- 
tives, valved at $19,752,466, built in 
nineteen establishments in 189. In 
addition 272 locomotives, valued at 
$2,276,295, were constructed at twenty- 
six railroad shops, making a total of 
3046, locomotives, valued at $30,397,- 
456, bullt in fifty-four establishments 
during the census year 1900.

WITHOUT DYNAMOS. 


RANKLIN J. SMITH of Garvanza 

has recently originated, and is now 

patenting a device to obtain elec- 
trical energy direct from the atmos- 
phere, without the intervention of 
dynamos. His machine is intended to 
run only with the expense of oi! for 
the bearings and repairs to replace 
worn-out parts of the mechanism. 

Scientists have known for a long 
time of the enormous quantity of elec- 
trieal energy floating around, as it 
were, in the air, and which only mani- 
fests itself in the safety-valve per- 
formances of the great electric storms. 
Notwithstanding the fact that light- 
ning is supposed to be only static elec- 
trieity, and, therefore, unfit for trans- 
ormation into useful energy, Mr. 
Smith believes that kinetic electricity 
is the real form of the negative and 
positive charges of earth and air, and 
that by proper appliances it may be 
derived directly, without the expensive 
joss of generating force, 

The cause of the sudden diff ce in 
potential, which occasionally ifesis 
itself in lightni flashes a mile long. 
and of unthin le voltage, can only 
be guessed. One of the theories of 
scientific men is that the friction of air 
currents has a large part to do in de- 
veloping unequal charges, and as the 
air is one of the poorest af conductors, 
there is no chance for discharge and 
equalization until the intangible force 

powerful enough to arc across 
a long space of high resistance. ) 

Mr. Smith does not intend to mo- 
nopolize the “juice” of this mundane 
sphere, nor to corner up all the thun- 
derstorms, but merely by proper ap- 
pliances to take advantage of the elec- 
tri¢al inequalities, and in their restora- 
tion to equilibrium apply them to 
service and usefulness. 

The principal part of his machine is 
a copper plate, kept constantly nega- 
tive as far as the charge of the out- 
side air is concerned, and covered with 
fine hair-like 2 of the same
